Inyo Coinity'a Exhibit. 


For the first time since a State Fair 


was held at Reno, Inyo county, Califor- 
nia, sends au exhibit to the Pavilion. 
The productions shown tire a new reve- 
lation and a surprise, coming from a 
county the very existence of which baa 
not been known to mauy citizens of Ne- 
vada up to the present time. Inyo 
county is reached by the Carson and 
Colorado Railroad from the Mound 
House, beyond Cnrson, and the town of 
Independence, the county seat, is about 
three hundred miles south of Reno. 
The present exhibit is due to the exer- 
tions of Mr. C. Mulholland, editor of 
the Inyo Independent. Tbe popular 
conception of the country represented 
by this exhibit is that of a region of 
sterility; of frightrul deserts aud utter 
desolation. It is not so very long ago 
since the regions now included in the 
great States of Kansas, Nebraska and 
Colorada, were known as the "Great 
American Desert." A similar errone- 
ous idea has hitherto prevailed iu regard 
to Inyo county. This display of the 
productions of luyo proves that it is 
one of the most fertile regions in the 
United States. Tbe grapes shown are 
most remarkable, and include twelve 
varieties, all of them the choicest known. 
These grapes are pronounced by experts 
to be the very best for making the 
choicest wines and raisins, and aluo for 
table use. No such grapes were ever 
before Been in Reno. The apples in- 
clude fifteen varieties, and are so beau- 
tiful that visitors never fail to utter ex- 
clamations of delight and surprise on 
seeing them for the first time. The 
quinces are constantly mistaken for 
Borne large, beautiful variety of pears. 
Usually the quinces grown east of the 
Sierra mountains are small, knotty, and 
worthless; but these are large, smooth, 
handsome and fine Savored fruit. It is 
at least a month too late for a fine dis- 
play of peaches; but late as it is peaches 
are shown that indicate what the coun- 
try produces. Mr. Mulhollaud says 
during the past and preceding seasons 
he repeatedly weighed peaches that 
went a pound apiece. As with peaches 
•o with plums; it is too late to make 
such a display as'tould have been made 
some weeks ago. Only three varieties 
are shown, but these are very fine. 
Prunes of the finest varieties are pro- 
duced in Inyo; the French, German, 
and Hungarian varieties attain perfec- 
tion. A convincing proof of the mild- 
ness of the Winters in luyo, is afforded 
by an exhibit of figs. Of course where 
there is very cold weather the fig tree 
will not live at all, except ia a hot 
boast. A very handsome display of 
hooey in pound boxes is made. This 
is the most convenient form in which 
honey can be gathered for family use. 
Extracted honey iu cans it also shown; 
this, too, is a very beautiful article. 
This honey is from the apiary of Mr. 
W. Muth Eassmassen, at Independence, 
the county seat of Inyo. In the ladies' 
department Mr. Mulliolland makes a 
display of Spanish needle work, also an 
Inyo county product, that ha/j caused a 
positive excitement. 
The ladies iu 


charge of the very beautiful work from 
Carson, and who are certainly compe- 
tent judges, say this ia tha finest work 
of the kind they^have ever seen. Ladies 
who attended the California State Fair, 
where there was a large exhibit of 
Spanish needle work, say uone of it 
would bear comparison with this from 
Inyo county. This whole yxUibit its of 
very great interest to all of western Ne- 
vada. For a long time to come, if not 
for all time, thin part of the State will 
have to import fruit. Tue display at 
tha Pavilion proves that Owens Valley 
can supply us unlimited quantities of 
all kinds of fruits of far superior quality 
to any we get from west of the moun- 
tains". From the orchards'of E. Robin- 
sou, John Baxter and J, W. Symines at 
Independence, and Mrs. Sallie Bell at 
Big Pine, such apples come as were 
never before seen in Reno. The grapes 
from Diaz Brothers, of Lone Pine, Mr. 
Symmes, of Independence, and Mrs. 
Bell, Big Pine, are splendid. Parties 
from Los Angeles, Napa aud other parts 
of California, have examined these 
grapes at the Pavilion, and all agree that 
these are fully equal to any they have 
ever seen. Owens Valley must really 
be a very valuable region; nearly every 
product of the earth appears to be grown 
there. Mr. Mulholland says one of his 
neighbors, Mr. E. Robinson, has this 
season gathered from seventeen acre's of 


land, an average yield of fifty-two and a 
quarter bushels of wheat. Another 
neighbor, Mr. John Baxter, at three out- 
tings had an average yield of thirteen 
tons of alfalfa hay. Competent judges 
are confident that oranges can be grown 
in the (valley, and are about to set out 
an orchard as an experiment? no trees 
having yet been planted in the county. 
The principal farming region of Inyo 
county is Owens Valley. This valley lies 
between the Inyo mountains on the east 
and Sierra on the west, and is one hun- 
dred miles long by fifteen wide. Owens 
river flows the entire length of the val- 
ley from north to south; it is a large, 
deep stream of pure •water, and flows 
with a majestic current, having a very 
regular descent of five nnd a half feet 
per mile. This river will afford an 
abundant supply of water for irrigation, 
and is yet almost untovfraed. There are 
tens of thousands of acres of the best 
lands in the valley yet open for settle- 
ment by homestead, preemption, or 
desert land entry. No place on the Pa- 
cific Coast offers a better chance for a 
big land speculation than Owens Valley, 
though, of course, every one but specu- 
lators would prefer to see the country 
settled up by thrifty farmers on comfort- 
able homes. The valley is easily reach- 
ed from Reno over the Virginia and 
Truckee railroad to the Mouud House, 
and from there by the Carson and Colo- 
rado railroad. This load runs all the 
way to the extreme southern end of the 
valley at Owens Lake. Fruit dealers, 
and even consumers, should correspond 
with the producers whose names are 
given above in relation to getting their 
fruit from Owens Valley. Inyo' county 
is most intimately connected with Ne- 
vada, geographically, financially and so- 
cially. In fact in all relations except 
political division, Inyo is far more a 
part of_ Nevada than of California, and 
our people should do all in their power 
to draw our relations still closer by ex- 
tending our business in that direction. 
We should buy from the people of Inyo 
all that we need of wliat they produce. 
The attention of the right kind of peo- 
ple has how^ been drawn to that great 
country, and beyond all question there 
will soon be a great increase of wealth 
and population there. Every one should 
make it a point to go to the Pavilion and 
see the Inyo county display; Mr. Mul- 
holland is in attendance and is always 
ready to give information.

PROF. BELL'S NEtfr IOEA. 


An Invention mo(e Important r.iati 


Ibe Telephone. 


CCor. New Tor!c Mail and Fxprasa.) 


WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 
7.—Professor 


Bell is actively at work upon problems 
of sounds and electricity in a way that 
promises au invention of far greater 
importance, 
scientifically, practically, 


than the telephone itself. His laboratory 
is an odd fashioned two story houde on 
Connecticut Avenue, in the neighbor- 
hood of the British Legation, Stanley 
Mathews's house and the residence of 
Mrs John Davis. He has also a private 
and secret laboratory over iu George- 
town, where at present he has a skill- 
ful workman engaged upon tbe forth- 
coming instrument. 
What it is, is 


known only to the professor and the 
man who is working at the idea. The 
inventor has said to his friends that if 
he succeeds the now idea will yield him 
greater returns than the telephone has. 
It is suspected, however, by those who 
have given the matter some attention 
to the course of Professor Bell's thoughts 
upon the subject that it is the photo- 
phone, or the use of eleclricity to pro- 
duce over the wires tho imago of the 
person speaking before the instrument. 
Professor Bell is a mna of prodigious 
mental energy, and he is developing 
new ideas and new applications of 
electrical force far the prsductiou of 
useful machines. He throws them off 
as easily aud carelessly as you can fan- 
cy, For instance he made not long ago 
an instrument called audiometer, which 
might be called the submarine tele- 
phone, bat vrbich can. be ascertained 
by the echo from a stone dropped upon 
the bottom of the bay or river in which 
the craft may be floating just what the 
depth is n.t that point. He has also 
utilized the telephone to record the 
echo at sea which may show the distance 
of icebergs and other obstructions. 
Even a buoy can be distinguished by its 
use. Prof. Bell is gradually growing 
out of all business pursuits aud devoting 
himself to the impiovement of the deaf. 
He is constantly giving rwore and more 
time to his little school, where he has 
perhaps a score of pupils, most of them 
wholly deaf, to whom he is teaching tbe 
art of sight language. He is training 
those little children so that they can 
distinguish from the lips and dice of 
the person speaking what they say, and 
teaching them to imitate the pioper ar- 
rangement of the lips, teeth aed tongue 
so that they may articuluta sounds. It 
is understood that Prof. Bell is ut woik 
upon the problem of resolving heat at 
once into electricity, a result, if it can 
be obtained, that will greatly simplify 
and cheapen all uses of electricity. 


Wild Straw berries in Ociober. 


Ripe wild stiawbemes in October, 


growing in Sieira Valley, is probably 
something never before seen. Jareii 
Strang informs us that a lot of them can 
be seen in his field, and he has promised 
to leave n sample of the fruit at this 
office. 
He says that blossoms, green 


and ripe berries can be se«n at the same 
time. This is probably the result of the 
warm weather of the pnst month. It is 
certainly an unusual phenomenon, con- 
sidering the fact that this valley is 5,000 
feet above sea level.—Sierra Valley 
Leader.
